("Broadslate") filed its Petition in the above-capti oned case
with the State Corporation Conm ssion ("Conm ssion") seeking
declaratory and injunctive relief against Central Tel ephone
Conmpany of Virginia, Inc. and United Tel ephone- Sout heast, I nc.
(jointly, "Sprint").

The Comm ssion notes that Sprint nust file an answer to
Broadsl ate's Petition, as required by 5 VAC 5-20-100 B, within
twenty-one (21) days of being served. However, it does not
appear fromthe Certificate of Service attached to Broadslate's

counsel have been served.! Accordingly, we will direct the derk
of the Commission ("Clerk") to append a true and correct copy of
Broadsl ate's Petition to the copy of this Order sent to Sprint's
counsel. Service of the Petition on Sprint will be deened the
date of this Order, and Sprint's answer will be due within
twenty-one (21) days fromthe date of this O der

The Commi ssion finds that Broadslate should be granted
| eave to file a reply to Sprint's answer and any ot her
responsi ve pleading by Sprint within ten (10) days thereafter.

Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED THAT:

(1) Sprint shall file its answer within twenty-one (21)
days fromthe date of this Order and otherw se in conpliance
with 5 VAC 5-20-100 B.

(2) Broadslate is hereby granted leave to file a reply to
Sprint's answer and any other responsive pleading by Sprint
within ten (10) days followi ng Sprint's answer.

(3) This case is continued for further order of the

Conm ssi on.

1 5 VAC 5-20-140 requires service of a formal pleading on a party "shall be
effected by delivery of a true copy to the party..or by deposit of a true copy
into the United States mail properly addressed..” According to Broadslate's
Certificate of Service, the Petition was inproperly addressed.
